It  really  bothers  me,  I  feel 
like  he's  not  proud  of  me  or  that  he's  flirting  with  other 
girls  or  that  he's  not  sure  he  loves  me.  I  hate  it  when  he 
acts  that  way.

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The  1970's  -  The  World  in  Retrospect 


1970 

The  United  States  continued  the  tradition  of  the  M*A*S*H 
period  by  remaining  active  in  South-East  Asia.  Along  with  the 
war  in  Vietnam,  the  American  army  spent  two  months  in- 
vading Cambodia  despite  the  increasing  opposition  of  the 
American  people.  A  number  of  students  at  Kent  State 
University  were  shot  when  the  National  Guard  fired  into  a 
crowd  of  protesters. 

President  Nasser  of  Egypt  died  and  Anwar  Sadat  moved 
from  Vice-President  to  fill  his  shoes.  Under  his  leadership 
Egypt  took  a  radical  shift  away  from  the  friendship  of  the 
Soviet  Union  and  eventually  fell  under  American  influence. 

1970  was  a  year  when  terrorism  rocked  Canada.  Le  Front  de 
Liberation  de  Quebec  (FLQ)  moved  from  blowing  up  mail 
boxes  to  political  kidnapping.  Two  separate  groups  respec- 
tively kidnapped  James  Cross  (a  British  Trade  Official)  and 
Pierre  Laporte  (Quebec  Minister  of  Labour).  Cross  was 
eventually  freed  in  return  for  the  exile  of  his  kidnappers,  but 
Laporte  was  later  found  dead.  Throughout  the  crisis  the  War 
Measures  Act  was  declared  in  effect,  the  first  and  only  time  it 
has  been  used  during  times  of  peace. 


1971 

China  was  admitted  into  the  United  Nations  and  Taiwan  was 
expelled  thus  ending  twenty  years  of  isolation  from  the  west  by 
the  communist  Chinese. 

Gerhard  Herzberg,  later  Carleton's  Chancellor,  received  the 
Nobel  Prize  for  Chemistry,  becoming  the  first  Canadian  to 
ever  accomplish  such  a  goal. 

Canada  signed  an  international  agreement  with  the  Soviet 
Union  for  closer  consultation  in  international  affairs.  This 
signalled  the  desire  in  Canada  for  a  broader  base  in  both  trade 
and  international  affairs. 

Nixon  made  a  surprising  move  toward  curbing  inflation  by 
instituting  wage  and  price  controls. 


1972 

Pioneer  10  began  its  journey  to  one  day  become  the  first 
man-made  object  to  be  sent  out  of  the  Solar  System. 


The  last  active  military  troops  pulled  out  of  Vietnam  though 
officially  the  Americans  remained  at  war  with  North  Vietnam. 

Pierre  Elliot  Trudeu  managed  to  retain  his  power  after  the 
general  election  of  1972.  Trudeau's  lead  was  only  one  seat  more 
than  the  Conservative  Party's  (Robert  Stanfield).  The  minority 
position  forced  Trudeau  to  work  extensively  with  David  Lewis' 
NDP. 


1973 

Israel  successfully  fought  off  the  Arabs  again  during  the  Yom 
Kippur  War.  American  support  of  Israel  angered  the  Arabs  into 
slamming  an  oil  boycott  on  the  States.  This  boycott  showed  the 
world  the  dependancy  of  Western  countries  on  imported  oil.  It 
also  indicated  to  everyone  the  limitations  of  the  world  oil  supply 
and  highlighted  the  need  to  find  a  new  cheap  source  of  energy. 
This  became  the  greatest  quest  of  the  seventies  and  promises  to 
remain  so  in  the  eighties. 

The  US  ended  all  involvement  in  South-East  Asia  by  calling  a 
halt  to  the  bombing  in  Cambodia  and  by  signing  a  peace  treaty 
with  Vietnam.  The  Paris  Treaty  called  for  the  release  of  POWs  and 
North  Vietman  later  released  143. 

The  original  Watergate  conspirators  came  to  trial.  Two 
reporters  for  the  Washington  Post  named  Woodward  and  Bern- 
stein became  alerted  by  the  meagre  information  which  came  out  of 
this  minor  (at  the  time)  trial.  The  two  expanded  this  information 
until  they  figuratively  tore  down  the  White  House. 


1974 

The  Patty  Hearst  kidnapping  riveted  North  America.  Patty,  a 
wealthy  newspaper  heiress,  was  kidnapped  by  the  Symbionese 
Liberation  Armyf  Later  she  joined  her  captors  and  managed  to 
help  in  several  bank  robberies  before  being  apprehended. 

Trudeau  ended  his  dependancy  on  the  NDP  by  acquiring  a  solid 
majority  government  in  the  general  election. 

Richard  Nixon  resigned  in  disgrace  after  the  Watergate  scandal 
but  was  pardoned  for  any  involvement  in  criminal  activity  by  his 
successor  Gerald  Ford. 
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1975 

1978 

Margeret  Thatcher  became  the  first  woman  to  head  a  British 
political  party  when  she  acquired  the  leadership  of  the  British 
Conservative  Party. 

A  Russian  nuclear-powered  spy  satellite  fell  in  the  North 
West  Territories  forcing  Canada  to  pay  several  million  dollars 
in  clean-up  charges.  The  money  was  later  recovered  under  an 
earlier  international  agreement  on  falling  space  debris,  despite

Architecture  students  struck  again  this  year  by  taking  a 
shot  at  the  short-lived  Clark  government.  They  erected  their 
own  slightly  large  version  of  a  can  of  Clark's  beans  near  the 
eternal  flame  on  Parliment  Hill.  The  can  bore,  among  other 
things,  the  slogan  Save  Petro  Can,  Make  Natural  Gas.  The 
then  PM  was  not  amused. 

Sports  this  year  were  up  and  down.  Football  began  well 
but  the  Ravens  dropped  from  3rd  spot  and  completed  their 
season  by  losing  the  Panda  Game.  Basketball  fared 
similarly.  Carleton,  however,  came  second  in  the  province 
in  Waterpolo. 

The  Unicentre  was  twice  the  victim  of  arson  early  in  the 
year.  Damage  was  estimated  at  over  $300,000  and  forced 
CUSA  to  move  their  offices  into  the  Music  listening  room 
of  the  year.  The  arsonist  was  eventually  arrested. 

The  Ministry  of  Colleges  and  Universities  tried  to  create  a 
two-tiered  system  in  the  province  by  raising  tuition  fees  by 
7.5%  and  then  adding  a  further  10%  increase  at  the 
University's  discretion.  Carleton  is  implementing  5  %  of  the 
increase  thus  causing  a  raise  in  tuition  of  12.5% . 

Carleton's  Chancellor  Gerhard  Herzberg  resigned  after 
six  years  of  his  term  due  to  ill  health.  His  replacement  is 
distinguished  civil  servant  R.  Gordon  Robertson. 


Carleton's  Vice-President  Academic  James  Downey  resigned  to 
become  the  President  of  the  University  of  New  Brunswick.  Dr. 
Downey  spent  fourteen  years  at  Carleton;  rose  through  the  English 
Department  and  became  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts.  This  past 
year  was  his  first  complete  year  as  University  Vice-President.  He 
will  be  missed  by  many. 

Despite  student  objections,  the  University  dipped  into  the 
scholarship  fund  in  an  attempt  to  reduce  their  operating  defict. 

For  the  first  time  in  years,  Oliver's  books  went  into  the  black. 
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With  CUSA  . .  . 

Mike  Kalnay  was  awarded  the  position  of  CUSA  Finance 
Commissioner  by  acclamation  following  the  resignation  of 
Les  Casey.  Casey  resinged  due  to  a  dispute  in  salary. 

79-80  was  a  major  year  for  protests  and  Carleton 
students  were  involved  with  protests  ranging  from  abortion 
issues  to  increased  costs  in  education.

CUSA  pulled  their  funds  out  of  the  campus  Bank  of 
Nova  Scotia  when  they  discovered  that  the  Bank  had  in- 
vestments in  South  Africa.  The  action  didn't  particularly 
phase  the  Bank. 

Greg  McElligott,  former  VP  Executive  of  CUSA  was 
elected  President  of  the  same  for  the  80-81  academic  year. 
Chris  Henderson  was  acclaimed  as  CUSA  Finance  Com- 
missioner. 

CUSA  produced  another  student  directory.  The  book, 
Sources,  was  supposed  to  contain  the  names  and  phone 
numbers  of  every  student  at  Carleton.

Alfies:  An  authentic  and  quaint  English  Pub.  Intimate,  a 
good  place  to  go  for  a  quiet  conversation  and  a  drink.  No 
entertainment,  but  darts  are  common.  Best  variety  of  beer  in 
town,  including  warm  brews  and  stouts  just  like  Britian.  Prices 
Reasonable.

Chaudiere:  Two  floors  provide  patrons  with  both  a  disco 
and  a  tavern.  The  disco  features  a  huge  stand-up  bar,  a  large 
dance  floor  and  a  band.  The  disco's  featured  groups  are 
usually  high  quality  and  complement  the  friendly  and  rowdy 
crowd.  The  downstairs  tavern  is  equally  rowdy  but  in  a  more 
rambunctious  sense.  In  Alymer  and  open  until  3  a.m.  nighlty. 

Molly  MacGuires:  Always  predictably  excellent.  The  weekly 
entertainment  features  Irish  groups  who  encourage  audience 
participation,  singing  and  dancing.  As  might  be  expected,  the 
atmosphere  is  rowdy  and  friendly.  The  house  specialty?  Jugs  of 
beer  at  $3.25  daily  and  $5.55  nightly.  The  place  to  go  for  good 
times.

Club  61:  Club  61  represents  a  step  up  from  the  standard 
burlesque.  The  atmosphere  is  always  refined  and  calm.  Nightly 
features  include  non-stop  films  and  twice  hourly  strip  shows  by 
noted  strippers.  Special  attractions  include  amateur  night 
Sundays  and  Ladies'  Nights  every  Wednesday.  There  are  two 
locations  for  Club  61:  Rue  Pincipale  in  Alymer  and  in  Pointe 
Gatineau.  Both  places  are  on  either  side  of  Hull  and  are  easily 
accessible  by  car. 

Disco  Viva:  Hull's  most  popular  night  spot,  usually 
frequented  by  students.  Viva  boasts  the  traditional  disco  trends 
of  the  1970's  -  flashing  light  shows,  loud  music  and  both  stand- 
up  and  sit-down  bars.  The  dress  code  requires  that  patrons  not 
wear  jeans  but  usually  this  is  the  place  to  dress  for.

Chances  R:  A  small  family  restaurant  specializing  in  Bar  B 
Que  Chicken  and  Ribs.  Each  serving  is  complimented  by  a 
generous  portion  or  rice  pilaf  and  a  roll  and  salad.  Prices  are 
more  than  reasonable;  a  dinner  for  two  including  drinks,  wine 
and  dessert  for  under  $25.  Service  is  good  to  excellent  (LLBO).

Mexicali  Rosas:  For  those  who  have  a  true  yearning  for 
something  different,  Rosa's  tacos,  enchiladas  and  burritos 
can't  be  beat.  The  food  is  good,  and  with  it  beer  it's  a  rare  and 
enjoyable  taste  experience.  Service  good.

Daphane  and  Victors:  For  those  people  who  prefer  natural 
food  (and  even  for  those  who  don't)  the  menu  at  Daphane  and 
Victors  is  sure  to  please.

But  don't  be 
surprised  when  you  aren't  given  any  utensils  .  .  .  you're  a 
medieval  lord  for  the  evening  dining  within  your  castle  and 
being  entertained  by  a  roving  balladeer  who  sings  for  both  you 
and  your  guests.  A  meal  here  is  sure  to  become  a  popular 
memory  in  the  years  to  come.  (LLBO). 

(Waller  Street) 

Yesterdays:  This  restaurant  is  one  which  has  a  good 
reputation.  The  menu  varies  from  soups  and  salads  which  are 
definitely  their  finest  achievements  to  more  ornate  kabobs  and 
steaks  served  with  sauces  of  varying  quality.  The  atmosphere  is 
clean  and  accented  with  plenty  of  hanging  and  potted  plants.

Frank  Vetere's:  Although  it's  part  of  a  major  chain  of 
restaurants,  Ottawa's  Frank  Vetere's  is  a  pleasant  place  to  go. 
Their  famous  deep  dish  pizza  is  complimented  well  by  their 
excellent  salad  bar  and  garlic  bread.  The  atmosphere  is 
definitely  geared  towards  young  children,  but  it  is  clean  and 
colourful.  The  service  is  always  good  and  the  prices  are 
reasonable.

The  house  specialty  is  Prime  Rib  carved  to  your 
choice  by  the  chef.  Steaks,  chicken  and  fish  are  also  available. 
Mother  Tuckers  also  boasts  an  immense  salad  bar  with  more  than 
75  items  and  their  own  bakeshop.  The  service  is  consistently 
friendly  and  excellent,  the  atmosphere  homey  and  relaxing.

Smiling  to  yourself  and  realizing  that  your 
life  is  beginning  to  sound  like  another 
issue  of  Ripley's  Believe  It  or  Not,  or  at 
the  very  worst,  Another  World  going 
through  reruns  for  the  sixth  time  this 
week  because  Mack  got  appendicitus  in 
real  life  and  the  writer  forgot  to  add  his 
disappearance  into  the  show  and  .  .  . 
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Tuesday  morning:  Your  alarm  rings 
and  you  drag  yourself  out  of  bed  only  to 
find  that  your  canmate  is  all  smiles  and 
cheery  because  it's  snowing  and  he  can  go 
skiing  at  Camp  Fortune  all  day.  So  you 
get  into  the  shower  and  discover  that  there 
isn't  any  hot  water  this  morning;  you  soap 
up  quickly  and  hope  that  the  other 
members  of  your  floor  will  do  so  as  well. 
Rushing  to  complete  your  schedule  you 
plug  in  your  blow  dryer  and  blow  a  fuse 
which  leaves  you  in  total  darkness  and 
marks  the  end  of  the  happy  music  playing 
on  your  roomie's  clock  radio. 

As  you  don  your  coat  and  head  up  to 
the  Tower  you  realize  that  your  canmate

your  still  damp  hair.  You  get  up  to  the 
Tower  and  line  up  to  get  on  the  elevator 
because  you're  just  too  tired  to  walk  up 
the  four  flights  of  stairs  to  the  fourth 
floor.

they  fell  through.  What  a  laugh.  You  have 
only  one  exam  left  to  go  .  .  .  Calculus  107 
'.again)  and  the  year  has  been  so  long  that 
you  really  don't  feel  like  studying  for  it 
(again)  so  you  decide  to  pack  instead.  As 
you  begin  to  take  down  your  posters  the 
bareness  of  the  room  really  gets  to  you  so 
you  go  next  door  and  ask  your  canmate  if 
he  wants  to  go  to  the  Brees.  "Sure,  why 
not?"  he  says;  and  why  not?  After  all, 
most  artsies  don't  have  too  many  final 
exams,  if  any,  and  besides  everyone 
knows  that  artisties  never  have  any  hard 
courses  .  .  .  nothing  at  all  like  Engineers 
and  Commerce  students.
